While the Israeli plan presented 
to Egyptian President Sadat by U.S. 
Ambassador Herman Eilts last week 
went beyond Israel's proposals in 
March when the last shuttle col- 
lapsed, it was not acceptable to 
Egypt, which last week reiterated 
that it will not consider any Israeli 
offer that does not include a total 
evacuation of the passes, the Abu 
Rodeis oilfields and substantial ter- 
ritories in between.

WASHINGTON. Egyptian 
President Sadat said last week 
that the situation in the Middle 
East is so “explosive” fhat an. 
other war could erupt in the 
“near future.” 

In an interview with syndicated 
columnist Marquis Childs pub- 
lshed yesterday in the “Balti- 
more Sun," Sadat is quoted as 
saying thet he will not renew 
the UNEF mandate at the end 
of July unless “there is a real 
movement towards peace.” 

Sadat also said that the U.S. 
not only holds “90 per cent” of 
the cards, “but 99 per cent.” 
He was referring to what he 
described as U.S. leverage over 
Israel,

Argentine businessman arrested 
as Nazi SS war criminal 


BUENOS AIRES (AP). — An Ar- 
gentine businessman has been ar- 
rested after police received inform- 
ation | him of being a 
former Nazi SS lieutenant respons- 
ible for the execution of more than 
1,600 Jews in wartime Poland, re- 
liable sourcey. sald yesterday. 


The sources said: Walter Kutsch- 
mann, 61,"came to Argentina in 
1947 and was living under the name 
Pedro Ricardo Olmos. He is sales 
manager for the Argentine sub- 


sidiary of the Osram electrical com- . 


pany. 

“This matter is “being bandied 
at a very high level, but we can 
confirm that Kutschmann was. ar- 
rested in the past few hours,” high- 
level sources connected with the 
police told the Associated Press. 

Nazi hunter Simon Wiesenthal 
said in Vienua on Friday that he 
had “irrefutable" evidence that 
Kutschmann was head of the squad

18 of their relatives in 1941 at 
the former city of Lemberg, now 
known 88 Lvov and a part of the 
Soviet.

"Vision" says Kutschmann 
went to Argentina with the help of 
Odessa, the Nazi aid organization, 
which did not Imow he was a 
deserter. 

Wiesenthal said yesterday he 
hoped Kutschmann would be 
extradited to West Germany to 
stand trial.

US.-Israel sign 
desalt accord

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. and 
Israe) have signed a desalinization 
agreement which provides for a 
$20m. U.S. contribution to build a 
large prototype plant at Ashdod. 
Israel would be required to con- 
tribute $35m. for the plant. 

Israel Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
and the administrator of the Agency 
for International Development, Da- 
niel Parker, ‘signed the accord on 
Friday. 

The accord climaxed 11 years of 
negotiations between Washington 
and Jerusalem for the project, 
which is expected to produce about 
ten million gallons of water a day 
when it is completed. Later stages 
of the project call for additional 
plants capable of producing between 
100 and 150 million gallons of 
water a day. 
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never completely supported this po- 
sition, are now expected to press 
that it is changed. No one here is 
expected to propose that Israel cede 
the passes completely — but there 
is a feeling among some ministers 
that some alternative scenarios have 
not yet been sufficiently examined.

the circumstances. Israel could press 
for the term “entrances” to be inter- 
preted as liberally as possible, they 
say, leaving the IDF with a mean- 
ingful foothold in the passes.

cultivated, not spurned, Moshe Gi- 
boa, director of information of the 
Jewish Agency, stated here last 
week.

After the 
demise of the American policy in 
Southeast Asia, many Australians 
ore 2 repeating that Israel must 
not take American advice blindly.” 
To keep this distant community 
abreast with the current develop- 
ments in the Jewish world, the Jew- 
ish Agency, in cooperation with the 
executive committee of Australian

Last week's mini-devaluation caus- 
ed scarcely a ripple in our economy, 
about the worst thing that can be 
said about a step supposed to in- 
sugurate 2 new chapter of policy. 
For the moment, it has improved the 
profitability of our export industries, 
but their future is sti? uncertain, 
Last April's arrangement assured 
them of ἃ certain monthly increment 
in export incentives (‘'tax 
refunds"), which was expected to 
offset most, if not all, of the in 
flationary cost creep. Now this 
arrangement has been discontinued, 
and the adjustment of export 
proceeds to future cost advance 
again depends on administrative dig- 
cretion, which may — or may not — 
be in time to boost the urgently need- 
ed export expansion. 

Prices of most imported goods 
have not been raised, but mainly 
because the two per cent increase in 
ς...2. cost did not warrant such a 
move, and because in respect of 
‘basic commodities it has been offset 
by government subsidies. Also, 
devaluation increased the value of 
stocks, which may be realized later 
when windfall gains are no longer 
subject to a special levy. However, if 
further mini-devaluations are duly 
carried out, the cumulative effect 
will be fully reflected in local prices. 
Of course, prices will go up only as 
high as the home market will allow, 
but hardly less than that. 

Since the 6.0.1. has not so far been 
affected, the Histadrut can remain 
noncommital regarding the new 
policy. But it has already warned 
that trade unions are not going to 
accept even a gradual drop in wage- 
earners’ living standards without a 
fight.

1974, but has since petered out, ow- 
ing to the war and devaluation riska 
involved. Stock-piling and acquisi- 
tion of fixed assets or of durables 
may seem advisable even at the cost. 
of high interest if the inflationary 
boom is expected to persist, home 
prices to soar, or shortages ta 
develop. : 
Nor does crawling devaluation 
necessarily rule out an additional, 
massive one, if mattera get out of 
hand. Its discretionary character 
makes It uncertain to what extent it 
will be used to restrain bome infla- 
tion. Crawling devaluation can be 
effective in curbing inflation only if 
this uncertainty is eliminated, if its 
course is charted in advance for a 
jong time ahead. Our authorities’ 
Past record as economic planners 
and administrators Ls not 50 credible 
as to inspire confidence. Now in a 
position to alter the exchange rate, 
thereby increasing export proceeds, 


will they indeed proceed that way? . 


This is stil] far from sure, and the 
criteria may still range — as they 
have in the past — from economic 
necessities to party considerations 
and lobby pressures. If our 
authorities have indeed made up 
their minds to turn over a new leaf, 
they should have made it clear by 
committing themselves, by fixing 2 
target exch rate {even a 
remote one), that would be achieved, 
however gradually, through a 
definite number of positive steps. 

Are the authorities aiming at an 
exchange rate of, say, TLIO per 
dollar in about two years? Such a 
rate would indeed render our exports 
competitive in the world market, 
and would likely bring in its wake a 
sharp drop of imports, thus reducing 
our daunting foreign currency gap. 
But it would achieve that only if our 
production costs do not in the mean- 
time rise substantially, this, in spite 
of the inevitable increase in the 
home prices.

Rich programme of 


Armenian music 


AN ARMENIAN PROGRAMME . 


was given as 8 prologue to the 
“Popular Classics” concert at the 
Jerusalem Theatre last week (June 
24). Presented in honour of the 
visiting high ecclesiastic — HH. 
Vazkar I, Head of the World Arme- 
nian Church, Catholicos of all 
Armenians —- by Jerusalem's Arme- 
nian community, the pro; [8 in- 
cluded liturgical chants (Father 
Aram Baliojian); folksongs (the 
community choir, directed by Sahag 
Kalaijian, soloist: Nazig Basma- 
jian); and a colourfully costumed 
and lively dance group (directed by 
George Bekarian). The affinity of 
this Armenian music to Russian and 
Jewish-Hasgidic melody is close, but 
it has a character, beauty and charm 
all its own. The Jerusalem Theatre's 
readiness to widen its scope and play 
host to one of the oldest and 
respected communities in 
Jerusalem is to be most warmly 
commended, 

Another offering for the occasion 
was the Jerusalem Symphony 
Orchestra's presentation of an 
Armenian Suite by the American- 
Armenian composer Richard Yardu- 
mian {born 1917). This is a setting of 
folktunes, or folklorist: 
dances, in sparing but attractive and 
effective orchestral garb, performed 
with zeat and complete iden- 
tification by the orchestra. 

Guest conductor Sidney Harth, 
from Los Angeles, was superb. 
There wag not a dull moment all the 
evening, and no single detail was 
overlooked or neglected. Barth's 
long experience as both orchestra 
player and soloist serves him ex- 
tremely well in drawing the most 


from the orchestra players. The 
strings had a beautiful sound, par- 
ticularly in the opening Verdi Over- 
ture (La Forza del Destine); the 
braas did not blare; the woodwind 


was completely integrated: and the 
percussion group performed with 
great effectiveness. Rachmaniney's 
“Rhapsody on a Theme by 
Paganini" had as soloist American 
planist Jeffrey Siegel, who mastered 
his difficult part with impressive 
technical fluency and dynamic 
differentiation, attending to the wide 
range of musical expression in inten- 
sive personal participation. He was 
marvellously supported by Sidney 
Harth who skilfully got every ounce 
of emotion, humour, grandeur, sen- 
timentality and brilliant 
musicianship out of this score, one of 
the best Rachmaninov ever wrote. 

The electrifying ““Carmen"’ music 
was treated by Rodion Shehedrin 
(one of the younger Soviet com- 
posers) apparently to show off his 
sense of humour and skill as a 
master of orchestration. No fewer 
than five percussionists were used 
for the rhythmical accents; the well- | 
beloved tunes of the opera were 
atomized and given in instalments, 
making for some am moments. 
But, 23 a whole, Shchedrin's 
paraphrase outstayed its welcome, 
and interest was quickly lost, despite 
Harth’s dedicated care, and the pér- 
cussionists’ excellent contribution 
(particularly that of Pamela Jones 
and Abraham Spleiman). 
. Τὸ top this rich programme, 
Tchaikovsky's ‘Capriccio Italien” 
ended the evening, with all stops 
open. But, to the credit of the conduc- 
tor, it never deteriorated into rough 
or crude effects, which the music's 
rather trivial inventions invite. The 
orchestra's contribution was most 
proficient — with a special bravo to 
the trumpets — and Sidney Harth 
proved that he Is at home in every 
kind of music, maintaining high 
standards of integrity and excellent 
musicianship.

SHORTLY AFTER DAWN on‘ 


the drizzly morning of April 24, 
1974, a fleet of black cars pulled 
up to an apartment house on a 
quiet street in Bonn's diplomatic 
suburb of Bad Godesberg. Nine 
West German counter- 
intelligence and security agents 
Jumped out and climbed the 
stairs to the second floor. - 

- They had come to arrest 
Guenther Guillaume. 

When one of the officials 
stepped up to handcuff him, 
Guillaume, a stocky man with 
gold-rimmed glasses, protested. 


-"That won't be necessary," he 


said a bit indignantly. ‘Please 
respect my sense of honour a3 an 


officer and a gentleman.’ He- 


then explained that he was ac- 
tually a captain in the Bast Ger- 
man National People’s Army. . 
Thus ended the most spec- 
tacular espionage career in re- 
cent history, for Guillaume, 48, 
was the man who had penetrated 
right to West German 
Chancellor Willy Brandt's inner 
office as a personal assistant. 
His arrest spread tremors 
throughout the Western world, 
‘and led to Brandt's resignation 
13 days later. 
Last Tuesday, after more than’ 
a year in investigative custody, 


* Guillaume and his wife Christel, 


47, were put on trial for treason 
in Duesseldorf. 

At the start of the trial, 
Guillaume and his wife refused 
to make any plea after hearing? 
the charges against them. 

The trial is expected to last 
from two to three months. The 
prosecution will call a stellar 
cast of witnesses, including 
Brandt and Foreign Minister 
Hans Dietrich Genscher, who, as

Israeli dog lovers have a lot to learn

ALTHOUGH ISRAEL can’t. 
compete with pet-loving Great 
Britain (one dog per 12 people) 
or security-minded and open- 
spaced America (one per three 
people), this country’s 100,000 
canines are causing enough 
problems to make health of- 

ficials sit up and take notice. 
Dr. Tommy Blumenfeld, chief 
veterinarian of the Jerusalem 
Municipality, warns that this 
summer season may bring a 


τ plague of dog bites. There were 


70 cases in the capita] in May, 35 
in April compared to just 30 in 
May 1974. ‘Aside from the ac- 
tual cases of bites there are un- 
told numbers of people who take 
long detours around a fierce dog 
near their homes or children 
who have nightmares after be- 
ing frightened by someone’s un- 
controlled pet.’ 

Dr. Blumenfeld complains 
that the ing number of pets 
here, as the traditional an- 
tipathy to dogs disappears, has 
failed to stimulate greater 
responsibility on the part of their 
owners. On the contrary, the 
more dogs, the greater their: 
owners’ dogged refusal to care 
for them properly or respect 
their non-dog-loving neighbours’ 
rights. 

“I bave nothing. against peo- 
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ple who acquire pets because 
they want affection, contact with 
nature, protection, or even a 
sense that they are controlling 


‘ something that rewards them ἢ 


with obedience and faithfulness 
in return," he asserts. ‘But no 
one should be allowed to keep a 
dog if he is unwilling or unable to 
fulfil the necessary conditions 
and prevent him from becoming 
a public nufisance.”" 

The young veterinarian 
receives more and more com- 
plaints about noisy, hostile, 
biting and mistreated dogs than 
ever before. ‘Most Israelis are 
ignorant of how to choose a pet 
that suits their life-style, housing 
conditions, income and tempera- 
ment, and the misfit dogs often 
become cases in our files.” 

Municipal law allows Dr. 
Blumenfeld and his overtaxed 
three-man staff to cancel dog 
licences and confiscate pets if 
they are vicious, endanger the 
public, bark. constantly or are 
kept in unsanitary conditions. 
The fine for people who keep 
unlicensed dogs is only JL.25; as 
a result, only 5,000 of the 
capital’s canines bear licence 
tags on their collars. 


Packs of wild, hungry dogs - 


swarmed into Israel from the ad- 
ministered territories after the 
Six Day War. "If we hadn't kill- 
ed as many as we could," points 
out Dr. Blumenfeld in the 
municipality cafeteria, ‘there 
would be dozens of them circling 
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around us here right now.” He is 
required by city law first to try 


to catch stray dogs with a pipe. 


that emits a lasso-like chain. But 
if unsuccessful he must poison 
them (contrary to a denial of the 
use of poison by a city official 
earlier this month, published in 
The Post). 

Bis department periodically 
receives a hark of protests from 
dog owners about poison that 
was supposedly left uncollected 
or half-eaten during these 
operations. Dr. Blumenfeld in-' 
sista that such cases are very 
rare. ‘Occasionally, the dog 
eats part of the poison and runs 
away with the rest. My men try 
to follow, going over fences and 
up hills, but sometimes the dog 
gets away without a trace. It’s 
also possible that a pet on a leash 
will eat the vomit of a poisoned 
dog and be affected itself.’" 

Dogs that are caught are 
generally kept in the ‘“pound’’ 
for three weeks (except more 
appealing dogs with better 
chances for finding a home) and 
then sent to Hadassah Hospital 
for medical experimentation. 
“As unpleasant as it is for us to 
do, there is no alternative," he 
explains. ‘If research institutes 
can't get the dogs they need, 
they are forced to pay for them. 
And it would be inevitable that 
gangs of criminals would steal 
pets and sell them for a profit.” 
* Dr. Blumenfeld urges parents 
not to acquire pets if they or 
their children aren't committed 
to taking care of them. ‘‘There 
are enough tensions in Israeli 
life without barking, biting or 
roaming dogs causing trouble 
between pet lovers and their 
neighbours."" 
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One of the witnesses expected 
to testify at the Guillaume trial 
is Guenther Nollan, the head of 
the Constitutional Protection 
Agency, Bonn's chief security 
arm. A ‘month ago he released: 
his annual report in which he in-, 
dicated that the number of spy- 
ing assignments uncovered last 
year was double that of 1973. And 
the increase is by n0 means at- 
tributable to tighter security. 

“The spy war is not one-sided, 
of course, though East Germany 


does not release annual figures. 


on the number of West German 
agents it catches or detects. 

But one can safely assume 
that the several thousand 
people employed at the 
Bundesnachrichtendienst in 
Puliach near Munich are not 
paid to sit there and twiddle 
their thumbs. 

In fact, Bonn has scored some 
remarkable espionage capers of 
its own. It placed a spy right in 
the office of the late Walter 
Ulbricht, East Germany's presi- 
dent and Communist party chief, 
and once recruited one: of 
Ulbricht’s deputy prime 
ministers as a West German 


agent.
